One of the largest barn» in Jackson 
county was struck by lightning and 
destroyed by fire about 10 o’clock 
Wednesday evening during the wind 
and electrical 
storm which 
visited 
this part of the state. 
The barn be­ 
longed to Albert Kerkhoff. who re­ 
sides in Hamilton township on the 
Bartholomew county line. 
With the 
barn about thirty tons of hay and one 
hundred and seventy bushels of oats 
were destroyed and the total loss will 
amount to about $1,209 with **>1)0 
insura nee. 
The barn .which i- about seventy- j 
two feet long, was covered by a tin i 
roof and the holt of lightning struck; 
the east 
side 
of the roof 
tearing 
through the tin and setting fire to the; 
hay in the loft. Several horses cows, j 
rigs and some harness were in the» 
barn when it was "truck by lightning, 
but by the quick work of Mr. Kerk- i 
bo ft' and several of tin* neighbors liv- j 
iug in the immediate vicinity, all the J 
stock and vehicles were saved. 
The 
building burned rapidly and it was 
only by h" i and quick work that all i 
its eont 
s were not burned. 
The j 
building was totally destroyed having 
been burned to the ground. 
No in­ 
surance was carried on the contents. 
Mr. Kerkhoft s daughter had just 
driven into the yard and drove the 
horse under a shed ad nulling the bam 
during the 
heavy rain. 
When 
the 
lightning struck the building she was 
somewhat stunned by the electricity 
but in a few minutes sufficiently re­ 
covered so that she could notify her 
father. 
It is reported that several ot the 
orchards in the county were damaged 
by the wind. 
However, in Jackson 
township the wind was not as fierce J 
as it was in the north part of Ham il­ 
ton and Redding townships and very! 
little damage is reported. 
A number i 
of the corn fields were also damaged j 
as the 
stalks are 
heavy and were j 
readily broken by tin* wind, 
I »ranches 
from the 
trees 
were j 
blown down in several parts of tliei 
city and in a few places in the county j 
it i" reported that tile wind blew so j 
hard that large trees were torn from | 
the ground. 
The telephone lines out at t ort- j 
land, Dudieytown and al><> in the west 
part of the county were out of order j 
todav because of the heavy "torm. 
It is reported that the lightning struck

Sane?" and was 
completely destroyed by the tire.

Seymour the electrical display was 
vivid and the wind was strong, a l­ 
though les> than an inch of rain fell.

trouble in Washington and was given 
a penitentiary sentence there.

I I E roads of the United States 
are worse than the roads of 
any other civilized country on 
the face of the globe, and our 


«ystems of road administration are for 
the most part extravagantly wasteful 
and totally inefficient and inadequate 
U ntil within the past few years the 
jpolicy of extreme localization prevail

ed in all the states in tiie admini ;;,. 
tion of the public roads, and today this 
policy prevails in a grout majority o( 
the states. 
It places ui*on the county 
and in most cases U[k>u the road di 


trlcts or townships the entire burden 
of constructing and maintaining roads 
and leaves to it the initiative as well 
as the final determination as to the pol­ 
icy which shall be pursued in carrying 


on the work. 
Our rood laws for the most part do i 
not contemplate the necessity for skill 
ed supervision in road work; hence 
most of the work is done under tie* 
direction of men who have no knowl 
fedge of road building and who have 
only a passing Interest in It. 
This is a 
situation which is truly amazing, for 
skilled 
supervision 
is 
deinunded 
in 
practically every line of work. 
To the | 
trained road builder it Is evident that 
no more prolific source of waste cun j 
be found than in unskilled supervision 
There 
are. Including 
county 
ftu<l, 
township officials, at least a hundred 
thousand road officials in the United j 
States, each exercising a practically 
Independent authority. 
Can we «ex­ 
pect efficiency in an army in which 
all are officers and none Is the rank 
and file? 
In nearly every public or private en 
terprise some measure of skill is re 
quired of the men who are expected to 
carry on the work. 
W hen a building 
is to be erected a number of men, each 
skilled in his own craft, are employ j 
ed. 
One does not find that this man 
is employed because he needs the mon 
ey aud that one because he Is a good 
fellow and the other because he has 
political influence, but because he is a j 
skilled carpenter, competent brlcklay- j 
er, a trained and capable painter, etc.. 
throughout the entire transaction. 
The civil service of the United States 
is made up of people selected after ex 
aminatlon. 
Our public schools are in j 
charge of teachers 
who have been 
awarded certificates after proper pre­ 
lim inary training and examination. 
Is it not surprising, therefore, that J 
w e are willing to Intrust the expendi­ 
ture of $140,000,000 annually in t tie 
building and care of our public roads, 
so essential to our welfare and even 
our happiness to 100,000 men, most of j 
whom are selected without any regard 
w hatever for their technical and prac­ 
tical experience? 
In order to have skilled supervision 
the technical training aud experience 
of the highway engineer are necessary. 
There Is a popular idea prevailing in 
some sections that engineers are not 
essential to road improvement 
This, 
however, is a very erroneous idea. An j 
engineer, by reason of his technical 
knowledge, 
can 
secure 
the 
easiest 
grade for a roadway consistent with 
the traffic for which It Is designed 
By 
determining the drainage areas be is 
able to compute the proper size for i 
culverts, 
he 
is able 
to design 
the 
bridges to suit the needs of traffic, to 
estiw.ate tiie quantities and cost of ma 
terials, select proper road building ma- I 
teriais and prepare 
plans and esti­ 
mates. 
Furthermore, he stands be­ 
tween the community and the con­ 
tractor and is able to give im p a r t í 
justice to both. 
\ 
There is one element 


road administration which is universal­ 
ly conceded to be the very acme of in­ 
efficiency—namely. statute labor and 
flic working out of property taxes. 
Men who work out their tax do it 
grudgingly 
because they think they 
are being imposed upon. 
They do it 
poorly because if is a work which they 
know but little about. They render tla- 
least possible amount of service be 
cause it seems to be the general un­ 
derstanding 
that the object of the 
statute laborer should he to shirk work 
rather than to perform it. 
There is 
scarcely any attempt at discipline, an 1 
it is obvious that discipline with such 
an assemblage of workmen would be 
impossible. 
Many of the states provide for work 
ing out the property road tax. and this 
has grown to be an even greater source 
of weakness than statute labor, for In 
1904 about $2**»,r»< »0,000 of the property 
tax was paid in labor, or, in other 
words, was practically wasted. 
Opposition on the part of ultra con 
servatlves to the general improvement 
of the public roads is frequently based 
on the belief that the advocates of 
road 
improvement contemplate sur­ 
facing xvith hard material the entire 
2,000.000 miles of earth road in the 
United States. 
They point to the fact 
that to macadamize 2,000,000 miles at 
$5,000 per mile would cost $10,000,000,- 
000. 
That this Is n mistaken view of 
the subject can he easily demonstrat­ 
ed. 
When all the roads of the country 
are classified according to traffic re 
qulreinents it will result in the elimi 
nation of many thousands of miles of 
totally unnecessary road and of many 
more thousands of miles by relocation, 
straightening of curves and various 
other expedients. 
Careful investigations have been car­ 
ried on in various parts of th«1 country 
which prove that about 20 per cent of 
the roads accommodate alxuit !m> per 
cent of the tralfic, so that if the roads 
are to be improved in such a way as 
to do the greatest good to the great­ 
est number it will be necessary to im­ 
prove only about one-fifth of tin* total 
mileage with stone and other hard ma­ 
terials, leaving the rest to be taken 
ear»* of ns earth roads. 
The whole subject of road Improve­ 
ment In the United States is now pass­ 
ing through a transitory stage. W e are 
striving not only to meet the new 
conditions of traffic with new forms 
of construction, but our various state 
legislatures are actively engaged in 
endeavoring to meet the demand for 
road improvement by the enactment of 
suitable legislation and by the appro­ 
priation oi the necessary funds. 
We have tried many expedients in 
the administration of our public roads, 
among them the toll road system, which 
Involves private control over a public 
utility. 
This is manifestly unsound in 
a public enterprise, and it is a source 
of gratification that the toll road sys­ 
tem has byen largely abandoned. 
Even in the stales which have fol­ 
lowed a progressive policy «luring tin* 
last few years most of the mails are 
still under local control. 
Year by year 
we have been frittering away our mil­ 
lions maintaining the roads in their 
primitive condition until the yearly 
tribute of road taxes in the United 
States now amounts to over $140 , (Mh), 
(MX) and our petty road officials have 
grown to an army more than 100,(MM) 
strong. 
The incompetence of a large 
number of officials is more difficult to 
remedy than the incompetence of a sin 
gle official, 
it is manifestly impossible 
for a district or township with limited 
revenues to secure the assistance, ad 
vice and supervision of a high grade 
engineer, whereas in a centralized sys 
ten» th«* cost is so widely distributed 
ns to impose but a slight burden on 
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each of the smaller units. 
In the pur­ 
chase of supplies and equipment a 
large saving can he effected by ecu 
tralization, while in the reduction of 
personnel and in standardization of 
methods and equipment still greater 
economy results, 
it cannot fail to im 
press every thinking man that a sys 
tern of extreme localization will mean 
an entirely unnecessary multitude of 
officials and Irregular and ill directed 
road improvement. 
It is apparent that the smallest unit 
for effective control in the udmiuistru 
tion of road ¡Uj drs is the state, a) 
though excellent results have been oh 
tallied under county systems where all 
the roads arc* pln<*t*d under the Jurisdic­ 
tion of a competent and skilled high 
way engineer or .superintendent 
Our highway departments, b o t h conn 
ty and state, should be entirely free 
and away 
from 
political 
Influences 
All road work should be placed in t h e 
hands of trained and experienced road 
builders, and all road f a x e s should be 
paid in cash. 
Koad officials and care j 
takers should have sufficient compensa 
tion to Justify them in devoting their j 
entire time und attention to the work ; 
Under such a system properly admin j 
istered it will bo possible to secure a 
dollar's worth of work for every dollar 
expended. ■.•*! ’

One day McCabe was at his window 
issuing berth checks to a long line of 
waiting passengers.

DON’T 10SH THE SEA SERPENT 


AN the sea serpent be longer 
denied ? 
Is it the remnant of a mon­ 
strous species supposedly ex­ 
tinct. or some adventurer from 
the deep sea lair of a modern race of 
leviathans 
as 
yet 
undiscovered 
by 
science? 


Such queries I have been flinging at 
some distinguished 
naturalists, 
with 
widely varying results, which I shall 
proceed to report at once, especially 
inasmuch as my investigation brings 
to light the scientifically established 
fact that August is our sea serpent 
month par excellence. 
“ 1 incline rather to belief than to un­ 
belief in the moster,” Director Fred­ 
erick A. Lucas of the American Mu­ 
seum of Natural History told me. “ The 
biggest sea serpents we know of lived 
in thè eocene period,” says he. “ Take, 
for instance, the zeuglodon. He would 
tally perfectly with some of the most 
sensational sea serpent 
descriptions 
which we hear year after year. 
The 
zeuglodon grew as large as 70 feet in 
length and eight feet in diameter. His 
head was small and pointel. His jaws 
were well armed with grasping and 
cutting teeth. 
Ju st back of his head 
he carried a pair of short paddles, not 
unlike those of a fur seal. 
"H e must have reared at least a 
third of his great length out of the 
water, to take a comprehensive view 
of the surroundings. 
His tail must 
have propelled him at a speed of from 
20 to 30 miles an hour. 
“ Zeuglodons were once very numer­ 
ous in the Gulf of Mexico, also the old 
seas of southern Europe. 
They have 
been called ‘whalelike king lizards, 
but in reality 
were 
mammals, not 
reptiles. 
The zeuglodon 
Is 
usually 
thought to be the ancestor of the 
whale, but I think he died without is­ 
sue.” 
One recent 
sea-serpent 
story in 
which 
Director 
Lucas 
takes some 
stock is that of the captain of the 
British ship Flv. who states that while 
becalmed in the Gulf of California, in 
12 fathoms of remarkably clear water. 


some examples. 
Let us dispose ot 
one of the most conspicuous pictures 
of the sea serpent yet printed. 
This 
is given in a work of E rik Pontoppi 
dan, bishop of Bergen, Norway, who 
wrote more than a century and a half 
ago describing giant sea serpents and 
mermaids, which he believed really 
existed. 
He being a godly man should 
not be distrusted entirely. 


“ This monster w as represented with 
its front portion out of water and as 
having a large frill about its neck. Its 
tail was long and tapering, and ended 
in a spiral curve. 
From its mouth is­ 
sued a jet of water or vapor. 
Now. 
certainly, such a form does not exist, 
but what was it? 


“ W ell, now* let’s look at the cuttle­ 
fish or squid Some of these have been 
found as long as 60 feet. 
The tall of 
such a giant cuttlefish may have been 
taken for the head of this* monster 
serpent, the fins of 
the 
tall 
corre­ 
sponding to the frills described. 
The 
spiral tail might easily have been one 
of the great cuttlefish’s curved arms 
appearing out of the water, and the 
jet of water might 
have 
been 
the 
siphon of the cuttlefish, by which it 
propels itself In the water. How much 
Imagination would be required to add 
the unreasonable features of this pic­ 
ture?” 


W hat proved for a time to be the 
most successful sea serpent hoax on 
record, according to Dr. Gill, was per­ 
petrated in New York by a pseudo sci­ 
entist. Dr. Albert C. Koch, in 184'). He 
exhibited on Broadway the skeleton of 
an alleged fossil monster 
which 
he 
named the “ hydrarchos” or "sea king.” 
The remains, including the head and 
vertebrae, measured no less than 114 
feet over all. and the people of New' 
York, as well as of other American 
cities visited, 
were 
greatly 
excited 
over the discovery of tangible proof 
that the long suspected sea serpent ex­ 
isted 
But finally Prof W ym an, a nat­ 
uralist of considerable circumspection, 
examined the 
skeleton 
and 
discov­ 
ered it to be a composite, including 
the 
hones 
of 
several 
zeuglodons 


' , 


he saw crawling over the bottom an 
extraordinary lizard like monster, with 
long, serpent-like neck, short tail, and 
four flippers, like those of a turtle. 
The naturalist regards it as remark 
able, to say the least, that this skip 
per, who doubtless had never heard 
of a plesiosaur, should thus describe 
one with amazing accuracy, both as to 
form and probable habit. The director 
regards it as just as possible for the 
plesiosaur to survive as for some of 
our sharks, which date back to the 
same geologic period. 
In the accompanying group of three 
gigantic sea lizards you will perceive 
in the left foreground the 
terrible 
elasmosaur, 
the 
most 
colossal 
and 
most serpent-like of all that ancient 
group. 
W ith its whale-like body, long 
and flexible neck, short paddles and 
serpentine tail it would answer well 
to popular descriptions 
of the 
sea 
serpent. 
Its tremendous size Is at­ 
tested by its 
vertebrae, 
some 
of 
which, now preserved, are nearly as 
large as those of the elephant. 
In the 
right background of the picture is its 
cousin, the 
mosasaur, of which no 
fewer than ten species are known to 
have inhabited this part of the world, 
six having been found in New Jersey. 
This terrible sea 
lizard 
attained a 
length of 40 feet. 
Its head was flat 
and pointed and its lower jaw w’as pro­ 
vided wdth an attachment of cartllege 
by which It could open Its mouth to 
enormous extent in the same manner 
as the modern snake. 
The central 
figure in this group is another of these 
creatures known as 
the 
laelops, a 
great kangaroo-like lizard which fre­ 
quented the land. 


“ There are no monster 
sea 
ser­ 
pents,” was the emphatic reply of Dr 
Theodore N. Gill, the distinguished 
ichthyologist of the Smithsonian In ­ 
stitution. 
“ There is no animal of gi­ 
gantic size now living in 
the 
sea 
which could be properly classed as a 
serpent or even a reptile 


“ It is possible that a great selachian 
j 
related to the frilled shark of Japan 
may be found in the seas. This would 
have an eel-like body, a fin back of the 
head and, If very long, would agree to 
some extent with descriptions of the 
‘great sea serpent.’ 
As a matter of j 
fact there was discovered not many 
years ago a small snake-like shark, re­ 
sembling the grap sharks found In the 
Pacific.’* 
“ Do you regard all reports of mon­ 
ster sea serpents as pure figments of 
the im agination?" I asked Dr. Gill.

The federal bureau of fisheries 
been hunting the

since it was founded. 
Its second offi­ 
cer in command, Dr. Hugh M 
Smith, 
United States deputy commissioner of 
Fisheries, told me yesterday how he 
has personally followed to their lairs 
two or three of the most horrible of 
these creatures. 


W h ile scientists are not In accord 
on the question. Dr. Smith thinks that 
some circum stantial evidence recently 
gathered “ w ill perhaps 
weaken 
the 
belief of some intelligent persons, who 
have heretofore denied the possibility 
of the existence at this day of marine 
monsters comparable to those of geo­ 
logical times.” 


A zealous champion of the sea ser­ 
pent’s reality Is Dr. A. C. Oudemans. 
the well-known zoologist. 
After col­ 
lecting all obtainable reports of sea 
serpent visitations along our eastern 
coast 
and 
throwing 
out 
palpable 
“ cheats and hoaxes,” he has obtained 
evidence of 66 such monsters reported 
between Newfoundland 
and 
Florida 
within a period of 139 years. 


These monsters, he says, are m igra­ 
tory, and that they do not like cold 
water is shown by the fact that none 
has been reported along our coasts be­ 
tween November and January, inclu­ 
sive, while only two have been seen 
during February. March 
and 
April 
Their return with warm weather, how- 
ever, is shown by th* record of three 
in May, nine in June, seven In Ju ly 
and finally a round couple of dozen in 
August, which, as stated, is our 
sea 
serpent month par excellence. 
After 
this the visitations taper off -four in 
September, two in October and none 
in November. 
The fact that compara­ 
tively few of 
thene 
monsters 
have 
been reported from our Pacific coast 
is. according to Dr. Oudemans, due to 
the fact that the greater ocean is far 
less frequented by ocean passengers 
rather than to the probable absence 
of such creatures from its waters. 


The sea serpent is a great mammal 
most nearly related to the sea bear, 
according to this naturalist. 
In view 
of some zoologists the great zeuglodon 
as closely 
related 
to

0 feet, Is far surpassed by 
the 
250 


feet attributed by Dr. Oudemans to bla 
hypothetical creature, which, he says, 
appears to have a 
head 
resembling 
that of the sea lion, an eel-like neck, 
a hairy seal-like trunk with two flip­ 
pers on each 
side and 
a 
tapering, 
pointed tail. The males of this species, 
like those of the seal, he thinks, are 
probably adorned with the mane which 
figures so persistently in sea 
serpent 
descriptions.

How many of those who on a sum­ 
mer evening listen idly to the musio 
of the phonograph reeled off so easily 
and carelessly ever stop to think how 
these records were made or to won­ 
der what were the emotions of the 
musician who poured 
sweet 
sounds 
into inanim ate ears, without any of 
the inspiration of lights, flowers, beau­ 
tiful clothes and an applauding au­ 
dience? 
Although it doesn't bring so much 
glory as singing at the Metropolitan 
Opera house, this busings of sing­ 
ing for records is a very IsBrhtive one. 
Caruso is said to have made $150,000 
a year in this humble 
fashion, 
and 
stars of lesser magnitude may count 
on $2,000 annually, which means much 
more than it would if gained behind 
footlights, because 
the 
phonograph 
does not demand that its entertainers 
keep up with the latest caprices of 
fashion. 
In the beginning, however, 
it is rather trying. 
“ Stage fright is nothing to the feel­ 
ing with which one confronts that aw ­ 
ful horn," testifies a young woman 
who is now singing for those slient 
audiences, according to the New York 
Tribune, “ and afterward, when the rec­ 
ord is played and 
one 
hears 
every 
false note, every clearing 
of 
one’s 
throat, even an audible sw'allow, it is 
a wonder any one ever had the cour­ 
age to try again. Yet it is a wonderful 
pxp^rlenep 
and one realizes as one 
never could otherwise how truly m ar­ 
velous is the talking machine, the pho­ 
nograph. 
“ The room where we make our rec­ 
ords is an absolutely bare, barnlike 
place, with a board partition at one 
end, dividing the room proper from 
the small space where the recording 
instrument is placed. 
The horn into 
which one sings is suspended from 
the ceiling and protrudes through an 
opening in 
the 
partition. 
Grouped 
around it are the musicians of the or­ 
chestra, seated on 
elevated 
chairs, 
their music hung in front of them on 
strings and weighted so as not to 
swing too much in any chance breeze. 
The instruments themselves are the 
strangest looking things, the violins. 
Instead of the regular body, a hollow 
tube affair, in which are arranged the 
strings. 
The cellos are skeleton in 
construction— no sides and very slight 
wooden supports separating the top 
and bottom of the body. 
And to every 
instrument is attached an aluminum 
horn directed toward the large horn 
In 
the 
wall, to concentrate the sound 
wave. 
“ The singer is placed on a little 
platform directly In front of the large 
receiver, then when all is in readiness 
he or she slips down out of the way 
of the sound waves. 
A light gives 
the signal and the conductor, who is 
perched even higher than the musi­ 
cians. starts the orchestra. 
At the 
side of the soloist is an assistant, who, 
when the orchestra begins, puts into 
the mouth of the horn a large exten­ 
sion, so as to catch more of the sound, 
and when the introduction is finished 
quickly removes it. 
Then the soloist, 
rising and standing quite close to the 
horn, sings. 
It Is rather distracting, 
for one hears one’s voice become at 
once concentrated and more vibrant 
than usual, and one must remember 
those dreadful little sounds which an 
audience would scarcely notice, but 
which the horn records relentlessly. 


“ On finishing the verse one steps 
down below the level of the 
horn. 
The assistant once more puts on the 
extension and keeps it in place until 
the second verse starts. 
This assist­ 
ant is a most useful person, for those 
new to making records, for he sways 
one first forward when one is using 
the middle or low register, then back 
for the high notes. 
If the singer 
makes a mistake, he stops. 
If 
any­ 
thing goes wrong with the recording 
instrument a bell rings and all stop, 
to begin over again at a given sig* 
n al. 
“ After the song is finished the rec­ 
ord is played. 
One listens 
to 
see 
where it can be improved. 
Perhaps 
in places the orchestra is scratchy. If 
so, they rehearse the weak spots once 
or tw ice; then again they take their 
positions, await the red starting sig­ 
nal and try once more. 
“ The wax disks on which the rec­ 
ords are actually made are behind the 
partition, 
and all about is a mass of 
what at first looks like fuzz or fluff, 
but is in reality wax spun off by the 
needle. 
These wax imprints are sent 
to the factory— about four or five are 
made of each song— w here a metal im­ 
pression is taken from them. 
From 
this pattern the hard block records 
are manufactured.
